UNIDENTIFIED MAN

FOOTHILL GRASH 


Car Driven by L. A. Youth 
Strikes Pedestrian 
West of Here 





An unidentified pedestrian was 
killed instantly early this morn- 
ing when he was struck by a car 
driven by Edwin H. Bessette, 21, 
Los Angeles, the accident occur- 
ring on Foothill boulevard at 
Monte Vista avenue, west of here. 

The man, apparently a transient, 
carried no identification. He had 
no billfold, letters or anything that 
might give police a clue as to his 
identity. Fingerprints were taken 
by Upland police and these will be 
checked with all available records 
in an effort to learn the man’s 
name. 


WEIGHS 175 POUNDS 


The remains are at the Stone 
funeral home. The accident vic- 
tim is described as being between 
45 and 50 years of age, weighing 
175 pounds and six feet two inches 
in height. He suffered a skull 
fracture and the fracture of the 
right arm and both legs, accord- 
ing to reports. 

John Barker, Monte Vista ave- 
nue, told Officer Louis Kronmey- 
er he saw the yedestrian on Foot- 
hill at about 4 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. Claremont police re- 
ported he was seen in that com- 
munity earlier in the day He 
carried no pack. 

50 MILES AN HOUR 

The driver reported he did not 
see the pedestrian until the car 
was within a short distance of him. 
The machine was going about 50 
miles an hour, according to the re- 
port obtained by Mr. Kronmeyer 
The unidentified pedestrian was 
apparently walking from the north 
to the south side of Foothill, the 
officer said. The car’s right front 
lamp’struck the man and he was 
carried 160 feet. The motorist was 
gding west, driving in the center 
of the north lane, according to the 
report.

Total number 
reported on the payrolls this 
morning was 1,325. 

Every association in the district 
has started picking. The harvest 
work will be continued steadily 
for at least four months, with the 
peak io be reached early in the 
spring. 

From the standpoint of num- 
ber of oranges, this year’s crop

Persons Who Earn $300 An. 
nually in Citrus Work 
May Be Exempt 











All persons in the citrus indus- 
try who earn in part-time work 
Jess than $300 annually may not 
qualify for unemployment com- 
pensation if a proposed change is 
made in the Unemployment Re- 
Serves act. 

The California state chamber of 
commerce has advised the Upland 
chamber of some of the things 
proposed in changing the act “in 
all fairness to the employes in 
seasonal industries as well as to 
the employers.” 


MAY RAISE MINIMUM | 

At present persons who earn 
$156 annually can qualify for un- 
employment compensation. One 
of the proposed changes is to raise 
the minimum to $300 annually. 
This proposal would affect more 
than 85 per cent of the workers 
in seasonal industries, according 
to Pat Merrick, secretary of the| 
state chamber’s committee for 
seasonal industries. 

Because hundreds of Pe etal 
workers in seasonal industries now 
get payments from the state fund 
when they are not employed, cit- 
rus packing houses, canneries and 
other seasonal employers face the 
possibility of having to pay an in- 
creased tax into the unemployment 
fund. 

Further taxes could not be borne 
by the agricultural industries at 
prevent, it is pointed out, and for 
this reason changes are being pro- 
posed for the law.
